Purming. now to the qu 
health and sanitation. of tho Colony, the 
preacut year will boa memorable one owing 
to tho- unfortunate. recurrence’ of. the 
diseaso known: a3 bubonic plague which 
was go, disastrous in 1894. ‘Tho outbreak 
commenced enrly in ‘the.year, the discaso 
‘was at its worst Stage in April and- May, 
and was not finally stamped out til] the end 
of Soptamber. The total numbor of casea 
brought ta notice was 1,204 of which 1,097 
ended fatally. “The Europieats attacked 
numbered 15, of whoin 7, including two 
Boldiers and one -inspoctor of nuisances, 
succumbed’ to the disease. Sister Ca- 
therine, ono of the two sisters who wero en- 
gaged in nursing at the Plague Hospital, 
wis also atticked by the disonse, but for- 
tunately recovored, «The lar-est number of 
fresh cases in one week waa 100, from the 
25rd to 80th May, and the greateat muaber 
of deaths was 87, fur the weok ending 9h 
May. During the whole of this period the 
Sanitary Board and its statf, ably assisted by 
memhurs of the Polico and of the Garrison, 
whose servicos were kindly lent, and all 
those connected with the work of supprese- 
ing the plague were untiring in their efforts, 
and they deserve great crodit for their zéal 
and unergy. It is perhaps too much to 
hope that tho discase will nob again visit 
this Colony, and. we must, I feax, be pro- 
pared for its re-appearance in spite of every 
effort to prevent it. It is satisfactory to 
frecord that though many of the wealthier 
Chitese sent thoir wives and fanuilics to the 
mainland, thera Was no goneral oxodus of 
the population such: as oceurréd in 1894, 
and business. proveeded much as usunl. 
Dr_ Yersin and Dr Kitanato, whose names 
and attainments are so. well known, haye 
each prepared an antitoxin for the treat. 
ment of the plague, and I ‘am taking steps 
to secure a supply of the preparation. . Fi- 
nally, I cammot dismiss the-subject of tho 
plague withott tocording the Colony’s in- 
debtedness to. the Medical Department of 

this Colony, including the Sisters. 
Wilm, of the .Imporial German Navy, 
whose services were kindly lont by Admiral 
Hoffman, also rendered invaluable’ assis- 
tance throughout in treating the patients at 
the Kennedsgtown Hospital of which he 
was in charge, and by his scientific inves- 
tigations which, it is hoped, will prove of. 
much hencfit in dealing with this terriblo 
disease. Many usoful measures have beon 
undertaken by tho Sanitary Board with s 
view to.the prevention of overcrowding and 
for the improvement of the sanitary condi- 
tion of tho native quarters of the City, 
This question, however, is of so difficult a 
nature. that I have appointed a Commission 
to enquire into the.existenco of insanitary 
properties and to report on the best modo 
of dealing with them...

Thave the honour to address your | 
Excellency with reference to your .comunu- 
nication to the unofficial mombera of Coun- 
cil, made through the senior mumber, on 
the subject of the Gap Rock Light dues, 
tinder date the 12th November.. Ste Cha- 
ter in his letter in reply, dated the 27th 
ult, has informed you of my dissent from 
the opinions expreaséd by him on behalf of 
his colleagues in the Council on the subject 
in question. I dissent so strongly, both as 
to the procedure adopted by ‘your Excel- 
loncy in’ bringing the matter before the 
mom bere of Council privately, and on the 
merits of the question, and I deem it of.

ence, and to rafer.the subject to the Se- 
erctary of Stato, 

I take leave-to ‘call your Excollency's 
attention in thefirst place ‘tothe fact that 
although the letter of the Chamber of Coin-
